A Challenge Ballot is a vote cast in a 
precinct by a voter not listed on the voting 
list located at the polls. The voter must sign 
an oath stating that he is a qualified registered 
voter in that beat.

Only those persons positive that they area reg- 
istered voter in a beat can cast a challenge 


ballot. 
Persons 


living within a beat for thirty 


days but who have retained their voting privilege 
in another beat are not qualified to vote a 


challenge ballot.

When well-intentioned par- 
ents ignore the physical aspect 
they are overlooking a vital 
part of their child’s educa- 
tion, and ironically, may not 
be helping him to make that 
honor roll or get that much 
sought-after diploma from a 
first-rate college. They are 
oblivious to a proven fact-- 
that their child’s mind and body 
are dependent on each other 
for maximum achievement in 
school, as well as in life 
In other words, the chances 
are that their children will 
get better grades in school if 
they develop some skill and 
are physically fit, thin if they 
are uncoordinated and on the 
soft side 

More than a quarter of a 
century ago Lewis M. Terman, 
the famous psychologist from 
Stanford University, studied 
gifted children and found that 
physical weakness was rare 
among his bright subjects. In- 
stead. most were fairly good 
physical specimens 

More recently research 
conducted in Oregon among 9 
to 17 year olds found posi- 
tive correlations between ach-

ievement in school and such 
physical measures as weight, 
height, strength, and certain 
physical skills. A study in 
England revealed that most stu- 
dents above average in scho- 
larship were also above aver- 
age in physique. An exami- 
nation of more than 33,000 
children in St. Louis found 
that mental mediocrity was as- 
sociated with physical medio- 
crity. Motor characteristics 
of 43 underachieving boys, ages 
10 to 14, enrolled in the Psy- 
chology Clinic of the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Ange- 
les, were studied and one-half 
of the boys from 10 to 12 
years old exhibited poor mo- 
tor performance 

Other research studies have 
shown that children who re- 
peated a grade in a certain 
school system were inferior 
in weight and height to those 
who were not held back. Phy- 
sical performance and emo- 
tional development factors 
among nonintellectual consi- 
derations in another educa- 
tional program, were most 
significant in achieving acad- 
demically in reading and arith- 
metic 

There are many factors that 
relate to scholastic achieve- 
ment in school. Intelligence, 
the amount of time your child 
spends on the books, and how 
motivated he is to do well 
in his studies will most cer- 
tainly play a very important 
part in determining how suc- 
cessful he is. However, these 
conditions in themselves will 
not entirely determine what 
grades he gets in English and 
social studies, his promotion 
from grade to grade, and oth- 


er measures of _ scholastic 
achievement. 
Physical factors also play 


a part in your child’s scho- 
lastic achievement. P»rents 
who encourage their child to 
be physically fit and to de- 
velop motor ability will be 
giving their boy or girl the 
best chance to succeed. Al- 
though physical fitness and skill 
cannot improve your child’s 
intelligence, they will help his 
learning potential.

Answer 


Q. I'm 66 and getting 
monthly social security re- 
tirement checks, and I'm 
also working part time for 
a church nursery. Since the 
church has not decided to 
cover my part-time work by 
social security, can these 
earnings affect my monthly 
checks? 

A. Yes, if your total earn- 
ings for the year go over 
$1,680. Earnings from any 
work, whether or not cov- 
ered by social security, have 
to be included in figuring 
the amount of your earn- 
ings that may affect bene- 
fits due you for a year. How- 
ever, income from savings, 
investments, pensions, and 
insurance does not count. 

Q. My wife and I are 
both retired and get month- 
ly social security payments. 
Since my wife is collecting 
on my work record, will her 
earnings at a part-time job 
affect my monthly pay- 
ments? 

A. No. Your wife’s earn- 
ings affect only her pay- 
ments. 

Q. I’m retired and getting 
monthly payments from so- 
cial security. I don’t work, 
but I do receive dividends 
fromjsome stock I own and 


a small pension from my 
former employer. Must these 
be reported to social secu- 
rity as earnings? 

A. No. Neither your divi- 


dends nor your. pension 
have any effect on your so- 
cial security payments. 


What the law considers is 
the extent of your retire- 
ment from work. Only earn- 
ings from employment or 
self-employment affect your 
payments and must be re- 
ported. 


Q. My wife and I were re- 
tired and getting monthly 
social security payments. 
My wife, who never worked 
under social security, died 
last month. My neighbors 
told me that I should apply 
for a lump-sum death pay- 
ment to help with the fu- 
neral expenses. Is this cor- 
rect? 

A. No. The death pay- 
ment is only made when a 
worker, insured under so- 
cia] security, dies.

SPARKMAN: — While I would 
like to be helpful, under the 
new law no elected Federal 
or State Official is permitted 
to influence the new postal 
Service. As you may know 
when Congress approved the 
Administration proposal to est- 
ablish the new Postal Corpor- 
ation, it was felt that better 
mail service would be provided, 

In an effort to be helpful 
I would like to suggest that 
you send the envelope in which 
your premium was mail- 
ed, to your local postmaster. 
He should be able to help pin- 
point the trouble,

Sometimes in our lives we 
become confused on what's 
right and what’s wrong. We 
might put it another way by 
saying that sometimes to us -- 
wrong seems right. I basethis 
thought on the incident in the 
Book of Acts where Stephen 
was stoned to death and the 
impressions upon the life of 
Saul, who later became the 
Apostle Paul. Stephen was the 
first martyr in the Christian 


church. The picture of him 
kneeling looking up into 
Heaven, is one of the most 


compelling ones I know. He 
is like the Master in what 
he said to those standing a- 
round. Stephen said, “Lay not 
this sin to their charge.” 

The scriptures tell us that 
Saul stood nearby holding the 
clothes of the witnesses and 
consented to the death of Ste- 
phen. He must have thought 
it was all right. You, must 
remember that he was a Jew, 
a Roman citizen, and was 
brought up in a Greek city; 
so he had three claims of loy- 
alty before becoming a Christ- 


ian. He felt that he had a 
just reason for persecuting 
ones who did not adhere to 


Judaism, He houdned the 
Christians and broke up their 
meetings and tried to destroy 
them. Well, we know that Saul 
was wrong but it all seemed 
right to him atthattime. There 
are times when we think that 
we are right and we-really 
are wrong. - : 

Right does not depend upon 
the intensity of our belief. Saul 
was dead sure that he was doing 
what God wanted him to do. 
Sincereity is a good quality if 
it is attached to the right belief 
otherwise it can be dangerous. 
Neither can we know that we 
are right just because of our 
feelings. Sometimes we Say, 
“1 feel all right about it”. 
Feeling are sometimes tran- 
sitory and not dependable. We 
are guilty many times of list- 
ening to feelings instead of 
facts. We nnot minimize 
the importance of feelings. But 
even through our feelings, we 
must search for the real truth 
of every situation. 

Some people think that right 
depends upon what most epo- 
ple think. They would like 
to have everything voted upon 
and get the opinions of every- 
body. A majority vote does not 
always mean something is 
right. “Everybody's doing it” 
and that is a good sanction, 
we say. In histroy, the maj- 
ority has been wrong more often 
than it has been right. The 
world has probably made more 
advances by small groups of 
people who with courage said, 
“It can be done.” 

We all have to make decis- 
ions everyday. It is a great 
responsibility to stand for the 
right. Ask yourself some ques- 
tions about a thing that you 
aren’t sure about. Will it do 
people harm or will it do good? 
Is it selfish? For the Christ- 
ian, there is always this final 
question, “What would Christ 
do ?” | commend to you this 
habit of looking into the issues 
of life, Bring everything under 
the light of Christ’s love and 
see what happens!

sentences in military stockades 
or are confined while awaiting 
trial for deserters. 

Compare those numbers with 
the more than two and a half 
million men who have served 
our country in Vietnam since 
1965. There is no question 
that many of these men did not 
want to go to Southeast Asia. 
But they did go. They did 
accept their responsibilities. 

And of those who have done 
their duty to their country, 
518 remainas Communist pris- 
oners-of-war and another 1243 
are listed as missing-in-ac- 
tion. More than 69 next of kin 
of these men are alabamians. 
More than 55,000 Americans 
have died and hundred of Thou- 
sands have suffered wounds 
in this tragic war. 

How -in the name of justice 
of the dead and missing, and 
to their surviving loved ones 
and friends, and explain their 
sacrifices if we grant amnesty 
and pardons to those who re- 
fused to serve and have violated 


our laws? Where would be 
the justice of forgiving those 
who took the law into their 


own hands and refused to serve 
while millions of men risked

their very lives to fulfill their, 
military obligations. 

No nation can survive such 
a permissive policy with regard 
to its armed forces. It would 
make a mockery of our military 
system and it would weaken 
our ability to insure adequate 
force levels to meet our defence 
needs. 

Every man who left the coun- 
try in order to avoid the draft 
is free to return whenever he 
chooses to do so. He cae 
rest assured that he will have 
the advantage of having his case 
considered on its merits in an 
appropriate court of law. He 
will have every opportunity to 
plead his case, but he must 
then accept the decision of the 
court. This is justice, and no 
other country in the world 
offers as much, For my part, 
I have more consideration for 
500 men who had the courage 
of their convictions and who 
stood up for them in a court 
of law and accepted the punish- 
men that was meted out than 
I do for the thousands who sim- 
ply shirked their responsi- 
bilities and sneaked off in a 
cowardly fashion seeking to es- 
cape their penalties for their 
illegal act.

The Communist North Viet- 
namese propaganda machine is 
grinding with increasing vigor 
each day, adding new cogs to 
its wheels of complicated lies. 
The latest example of this is 
the statement by United Nations 
Secretary Kurt Waldheim that 
he had “private and unofficial 
information” that the United St- 
ates is bombing the dikes in 
North Vietnam. Later, after 
ther the damage had beendone, 
naturally, Waldheim conceded 
that he could not verify his 
earlier information, 

U. N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim is, I believe, a tool 
of a carefully planned propa- 
ganda campaign by North Viet- 
nam and its allies -- including 
a small vocal minority is not 
a small minority in the United 
States like Jane Fonda and her 
coherts. The speeches Fonda 
just recently made on North 
Vietnam’s radio network bor- 
der on treason. By their con- 
tinued vocalization of this hard 
line of communist propaganda 
this mouthy minority is not only 
prolonging the war, but is trying 
to reduce the United States, 
the most powerful and proudest 
nation in the world, to a cring- 
ing dog sitting under the Paris 
peace table begging for the bone 
of peace. 

It is truly ironic that while 
Secretary General Waldheim 
castigates the United States 
for allegedly bombing dikes, 
which our President assures 
us is not happening, nowhere 
did the Secretary General men- 
tion the fact that it was the 
regular army troops of North 
Vietnam that invaded South Viet 
nam in an effort to overrun 
the South, or that this invasion 
was in direct contravention to 
existing treaties and inter- 
national law.

Drag Strips 


To hot rodders, the opening of 
a new drag strip is a cause for 
jubilation. But to residents of the 
neighborhood, the occasion may 
be less joyful. Do they have legal 
grounds for complaint? 

Unless banned by local statute, 
a drag strip (or other kind of race 
track) is a perfectly lawful ac- 
tivity. It may become unlawful, 
however, because of the way it is 
tun. That is, it may amount to a 
“nuisance” — subject to abate- 
ment by court action, 

The noise alone may be offen- 
sive enough to justify a stop or- 
der. Take this case: 

Residents living near a_sub- 
urban drag strip found the noise 
so unbearable that they had to 
Keep their windows shut. Resi- 
dents one mile away had to keep 
their television turned on high. 
Residents three miles away said 
the noise (“like a chain saw’) 
could be heard plainly. 


Impressed by these tales of 
Woe, a court ordered the track 
closed down, 

Even if the noise itself isn’t too 
bad. other factors may tilt the 
seales against the track operators. 

In one case, in issuing an in- 
junction, the court stressed the 
smell of burning fuel. In another 
case. the court called attention 
to the glare of lights. powerful 
enough to keep the neighbors 
awake at night. Said the indignant 
judge: 

“To dangle restful sleep before 
an exhausted mortal and never 
allow him to taste of its refreshing 
juices constitutes one of the most 
torturesome experiences of man- 
kind.” 

Still, if these assorted annoy- 
ances are kept within reasonable 
limits, the mere fact that the track 
brings some commotion into the 
neighborhood may be overlooked. 
Thus: 

The main objections to a new 
midget race track were 1) that 
traffic in the neighborhood had 
increased, and 2) that parking 
spaces had become harder to find. 
But this time the court denied an 
injunction, saying that traffic and 
parking were probiems for the 
city, not for the operators of the 
track. 

The judge said the right to use 
the public streets belongs to all 
members of the public—including 
racing fans,

Swine Diagnostic Laboratory, 
to the average people of this 
area, is less known than most 
businesses found in nearby cit- 
ies but possibly performs 
services far surpassing those 
rendered by a dress shop, a 


shoe shop, or a man’s cloth- 
ing store 
The duties of a diagnostic 


lab deal with a minute, micro- 
scope world of bacteria and vir- 
uses The one at Elba is no 
different and the men there work 
as long and as hard as employ- 
ees of other diagnostic labs 

The State of Alabama main- 
tains three diagnostic labs. One 
is located in Auburn, one in 
Albertville in the Tennessee 
Valley area, and the other one 
in Elba, The labs in Auburn 
and Albertville are Poultry 
Diagnostic Labs whereas the 
one in Elba is a Swine Diag- 
nostic Lab. 

Until about three years ago, 
hog cholera was a widespread 
and common disease, as many 
farmers will remember. Much 
thanks can be given to the staff 
at Swine Laboratory for helping 
put an end to the outbreaks 
of hog cholera. Their effort, 
through a relatively new piece 
of equipment, a crystistat, 
which quick-freezes tissue and 
makes possible a rapid diagno- 
sis, an all-important factor in 
detecting hog cholera, helped 
end hog cholera in this area. 
Where diagnosis once took about 
two days, it now takes only about 
two hours. 

The individuals employed at 
Swine Laboratory are highly 
trained in their field of Spec- 
ialization and have acquired 
their knowledge by many long 
hours of studying and examin- 
ing specimens under a micro- 
scope. A hearty “thank you” 
is due these men who have 
worked around the clock.to find 
ways to end dread cattle and 
hog disease that have cost many 
farmers a great deal.

TROOPERS 
INVESTIGATED 
191 ACCIDENTS 


The Alabama State Troopers 
investigated 191 rural traffic 
accidents with 128 injuries and 
8 fatalities from 6:00 p.m. Fri- 
day through 12 midnight Sunday. 
These fatalities occurred, 1 
each in Mobile, Shelby, Elmore, 
Connech, Madison, Lauderdale, 
Blount and Chanbers County. 

These accidents bring the 
number of people killedin rural 
traffic accidents in Alabama 
this year to 532 compared with 
489 killed during the same per- 
iod of time last year for an 
increase of 43 fatalities. 

Troopers of the Dothan Dis- 
trict investigated 16 accidents 
with ll injuries and no fatali- 
ties during this weekend period. 
The Dothan district has 40 fat- 
alities so far this year as com- 
pared with 54 at this sametime 
last year. 

Coffee County Troopers in- 
vestigated accidents this week- 
end with 1 injury and no fatali- 
ties. So far this year 9 per- 
sons have been killed in motor 
traffic accidents in this county 
as compared with 5 killed dur- 
ing the same period last year.

3,000 ATTEND 
COVINGTON 
CO-OP MEETING 


Sine 3,000 persons attended 
the 1972 membership meeting of 
Covington Electric Coopera- 
tive held at the Andalusia Mun- 
icipal Stadium on the evening of 
August 3, at which time Co-op 
members: 

Elected two members to the 
Board of Trustees; received re- 
ports on operations during the 
past year, and on problem 
areas affecting future service 
to members; heard a humorous 
address by Fred D. Donaldson, 
life insurance sales executive, 
and received 33 attendance 
prizes. 

Ira Allen, New Brockton Rt. 
1, and Charlie C. Stephenson, 
Samson, were re-elected to 
three year terms on the Board 
of Trustees, representing Dis- 
tricts V and VI, respectively. 

Donaldson, spicing his re- 
marks with numerous anect- 
dotes and humorous illustra- 
tions, praised Covington Elect- 
ric members for their patriot- 
ism and love of country, assert- 
ing they had ‘‘tap roots deep 
in America.” He urged them to 
get even more deeply and per- 
sonally involved in helping to 
overcome problem areas in 
America today. 

John Hill, Covington Elect- 
ric General Manager, pointed 
out that 1971 sales of over 135 
million KWH to some 12,600 
consumers, topped those of 1970 
by more than 8.7 million KWH. 

Consumers increased by 570 
during 1971, Hill said. He 
reported that the Cooperative 
repaid over $250,000 on its 
loans last year, and that tax 
expenses increased by some 
$50,000 to over $112,000 for 1971. 

Hill stated that several se- 
vere storms which had hit Coy- 
ington Electric’s area to date 
this year had inflicted damages 
in excess of $100,000, and de- 
tailed systern improvements 
and additions now under wav 
and planned for the future. He 
said engineering studies indi- 
cated the Cooperative’s present 
plant investment of some $8 
million, would have to be 
doubled by the end of this de- 
cade, to meet increasing de- 
mands for electric service. 

The Manager reported it 
was anticipated that before the 
end of this year, Covington 
Electric would be hit with in- 
creased wholesale power costs 
which, coupled with higher taxes 
would boost operating expenses 
by some $400,000 per year over 
what they were in 1970. 

If these anticipated in- 
creased operational expenses 
materialize as expected, they 
would, Hill said, necessitate 
increases in retail rates of 
some 15 percent before the end 
of 1972. Otherwise, the Cooper- 
ative would sustain losses of 
some $200,000 per year, he 
added. 

Hill pointed out that most 
Co-op consumers were pre- 
sently receiving electric ser- 
vice at rates lower than those 
in effect in 1944, adding that 
rate reductions implemented in 
1962 had saved Cooperative con- 
sumers over $1 million. 

He recounted steps the Co- 
operative has taken in efforts 
to hold down skyrocketing costs, 
but asserted that anticipated in- 
creases in wholesale power 
costs and added tax expenses 
were of such magnitude that 
Covington Electric would have 
no alternative except to in- 
crease its rates. 

Prior to the business ses- 
sion, the Thrasher Brothers 
Quartet, of Birmingham, pro- 
vided free entertainment. 

A color television set, elect- 
ric range and vacuum clean- 
er along with some 30 other 
electrical appliances, were a- 
warded as attendance prizes, 
and each Co-op member reg- 
istering received a light bulb 
free.

The hired farm working 
force totaled about 2.6 million 
people last year--65,000 more 
than in 1970, says Charles 
Maddox, Extension farm mana- 
gement -specialist.

The rise in the labor force 
stems from 100,000 casual 
workers--people who did less 
than 25 days of wagework, de- 
creased by 35,000.

172,000 in 1971--12 per cent 
fewer than in 1970.
